The provisions of the Fonacier 
Hill creatiog a court of industrial 
relations in the Philippines to 
solve all labour troubles that may 
arise in the islands was tbe subd- 
ject of a long.meeting held by 
the Philippine Senate last month.|- 
at the office of the Senate Pre- 
sident Quezon following the open 
session held by that body at its 
new thambesio the south wing 
of the Ayuntamiento. The sen- 
ators agteed on certain changes 
in the Bill, which will bz incor- 
porated inthe proposed measure 
the committee of labour pre- 
sided over by Senator Fouacier. 

According to Senator Fonacier, 
the Bill provides for the creation 
of a board of industrial reiations 
to he conrposed of three members 
and for the abolition of the pre- 
sent public utility commission, its 
duties to be transferred to the pro- 
posed court. [t would have 
jurisdiction over all Iabour dis- 
putes, Inthe event of a strike 
the board is to take charge of 
the affairs of the company or 
corporation affected if, 4s aresult 
of it ond for the purpoes of run- 
hing it, the company or corpora- 
tion stapa operation. 

According tu Senator Fonacier 
whenever any labour trouble 
arises, the roatter is tobe brought 
to its attention for solution 
and while the question is 
pending in the court of in- 
dustrial relations, the lnbourers or 
employes cannot walk out or 
declare a strike. After the 
decision of the court has been 
banded down, and the working 
mendo not find it satisfactory, 
they can resign their posts, indi- 
vidually, but in no case should 
they induce others to quit the

Mr. Gandhi and the AH brothers 
are carrying outs triumphal tour 
of Central and Upper India, in- 
cluding Amritsar. They addressed 
2 crowned gathering at Lucknow 
whea Mr. Gandhi, repeating a 
recent declaration, promised setf- 
geverrment within a yearif the 
peuple feared Crod and followed 
the “non-co-operation” polices. 

Hitherto the most conspicuous 
suecess of the partisans of nmon- 
cooperation has been pained 
over the students of Aligarh 
Colege, where the situation is 
described as grave, although the 
Principal denies that any of his 
adopted “ non-co-operation.” The 
Nationalists are also greatly 
earouraged bs the intention ex- 
presssed by Pundit Malavira 
not to stand for the elections to 
the Legislative Councils, but to 
support the “‘non-co-operation ” 
movement, which hehas hitherto, 
steadfastly opposed. 

Meanwhile the results of the 
vominations in the elections at 
Bombay are being announced, 
from which it appears that most 
of the seats—including the 
Mohammedan—are likely to be 
contested by three or more candi- 
dates, although there has been 
no Mobemmedan nomination to 
the Council of State.

MOTOR-SHIP AFLOAT. 


The Equipment of the 
.-  *Glenogle.” 


“The highest-powerad mator- 
ship afloat, the “Glenogle,” 
which waa constructed at Messrs. 
Harland and Wolf's Glasgow 
works for the Glen" Line, left 


Hongkong yesterday afternoon 


an het return to the Old Country 
under the command of Captain 
0. O. Simpson. She racently 
performed her maiden voyage to 
the Far East at an average 
speed, fully loaded, in excess ot 
3. knats. The vessel is the 
ninth motorship to be built for 
the Glen Line, but begins a new 
clasa, which, like the previous 
one, will onmber eight. On the 
completion of thia series—for 
which saveral ships are nearly 
ready to leave the Clyde— 
another class will be immediately 
taken in hand, the company 
being convinced that oil vessels 
will eventually supersede steam- 
ships entirely.

Eighteen months ago 
the total under construction in the States was 4,195,000 tons, but by 
the end of September last this had been reduced by 48 per cent.

‘Tt is, 
however, necessary to have regard to the launches of the past

The output for the September quarter amouat 
ed to 483,057 tons, compared with 522,943 in the previous quarter. 
‘The total tonnage Isuached for tho nine months to the ond of 
September was no more than 1,460,000 tons. The best, therefore, 
than can be hoped for 1920 is that the output will reach 2,000,000 
tons, and with a generally uneasy labour situation it may be regard- 
ed e somewhat optimistic forecast that the figure of 2,000,000 tons 
will be reached. . , .
